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The Saalfeld (J53) barracks are partly occupied by units of the 39 Guards - 
Rifle Division and partly by the headquarters of a tank division whose 

units are stationed in Rudolstadt (J54). Sixty percent of the Rudolstadt 

tank corps, Class of 1928, arrived from central USSR in December 1948. ‘y 
The young officers, new to Germany, are from as far away as the Viladivos- 

tok area. They left their families behind. Equipment includes thirty- 

eirht 34/85 tanks, seventeen JS-1 tanks, and eight JS-2 tanks. 


The Sachsendorf Barracks in Cottbus (A57) were fully occuried on 17 Febru- 


ary 1949.

In Zossen the 500 new arrivals were imediately quartered in the local 
barracks. The 1300 troops who arrived in Winsdorf in February were trans- 
ferred to the Zossen barracks. Of the latter figure, approximately 400 
belon? to the Class of 1928. The total of 1800 troops at Zossen are 
attacked to the cadre division in Winsdorf. The breakdow of the 1000 new 
arrivals in Kumersdorf is not know. The new arrivals are strictly segre- 
gated and given intense training. A new order calls for the saluting of 
all superiors from sergeant up.
